THE BRAZEAU. 


Messrs. C. L. Shaw, Chas. Chase 
MecMunn returned from their trip to the head 
of the Brazeau river on Monday evening, hav- 
ing arrived at Lake St. Ann on the Friday 
evening before. They brought in 14 sheep 
heads and two moose heads left last spring 
at his winter’s camp by Capt. Knight-Brace, 
also his camera, camp outiit, etc. The sheep 
and beaver skins left had been spoiled by rain 
getting into the cache and were not brought 
down. They left Edmonton on June l4th 
with eight horses to ride and pack. — Reach- 
ed Lake St. Ann next day and remained 
there until the I8th, biring four more horses 
and an Indian guide, who had to take his 
wite and child along, and fitting up general 
ly They left St. Ann by the Jasper trail 


accompanied by some Jasper House Indians, | 


and kept it to Island lake, about forty miles 
or a day and a halt’s travel west. There they 


forked off to the left on a hunting trail which | 


follows the Pembina, the Indians crossing the 
Pembina and poing on to Jasper. The trail 
touches the Pembina 
Island lake and continues up it Crossing and 
recrossing many times for fourteen day's 
travel, or about 100 miles direct. Leaving 
the Pembina a day took them over toa 
branch of the Brazeau which they followed 
up for two days to the foot of the mountains. 
The camp was on the south fork of the Bra- 
zveau seven wiles further, to which Chase and 


the guide went for the camp outtit while Me- | 


Munn and Shaw remained to hunt. Sheep 


were fairly plentiful, and several were killed, | 


There were also moose and bear tracks but 
none of the animals were seen. There were 
a few partridges but other gains was scarce. 
The mountains are very abrupt and high at 
this point and there is no appearance of a 
pass on any of the numerous creeks which 
come from the mountains here and form the 
Brazeau. A particularly high peak is seen 
about 40 miles scuth on the south fork of the 
Brazeau. There are three small lakes within 
a radius of twenty miles to which the sheep 
go to lick the alkali on their shores. Several 
tents of the Morley Stoneys had been camped 
there in the spring, some having gone 
the mountains and the others returned 
south. On account of the game being pretty 


well killed off the Indians generally were 
abandoning that part of the country. A 
forest fire was raging in the timber at the 


foot of the mountains andin the ravines on 
the south fork of the Brazeau while the party 
were there, and over rana large extent of 
eountry, The timber was good and healthy, 
straight and clear but was as yet too small 


for use being only about eight inches 
through, but would have grown larger 
could it have been protected. While hunt- 


ing last fall in the vicinity Chase discovered | 


several large seams of anthracite coal, but 
no search was made for indications of gold or 
any other etal, There was good trout fish 
ing in the streams, which were low both go- 
ing and returning. After afew day's rest 
and sport the plunder was packed and the 
returp trip commenced ever the same road 
as taken in going out. Three of the horses 
took the hoof disease and oue had to be shot 
before reaching Lake St. Ann, A couple of 
inches of snow fell when the party were 
about ten miles this side of the mountains on 
July 10th, and the bull dogs, sand flies, and 
mosquitoes were terrible both going and re 

turning. On warm days the hum of the bull 
dogs was such that the menibers of the party 
would have to almost shout to make each 
other hear while travelling, and if a horse 
felldown he was almost eaten before he 
could be picked up and started moving again, 
Pieces of gunny sacks were used to protect 
them but still they suffered greatly. forse 
feed was good all the way however, chiefly 
pea vine, aid seme kind of weed which grew 
in the hollows, but the men’s rations 
short before they reached St, Aun.

Baird, M. P. for Queen’s N. B., has con- 
cluded not to resign. His conservative sup- 
porters have enthusiastically endorsed his 
action in holding on to lis minority. This is 
a pretty good sign that he had no chance of 
securing a majority.

St. John, 
Gaudaur’s backer, says he sent him out to 
get beaten.

Connection between the Valley and the 
North-West railways at Winnipeg and Port- 
age la Prairie is proposed via a new line on 
the south side of the Assiniboine, or on the 
north side using a portion of the H. B. rail- 
way already constructed. Tt is also proposed 
to extend the Rapid City branch of the 
North-Western to Brandon. 


Tur Presbyterian Review, which led the 
no popery campaign in the Ontario elections 
last fall, in a late issue deals editorially with 
the Dr. McGlynn case to the extent of about 
three columns. It states the doctor’s case 
very fully but does not know whether it 
meansastorm or merely a ripple for the 
Roman Catholic church. It ‘scarcely ven- 
tures to hope that Dr. McGlynn will succeed 
(in raising a storm no doubt) where Dollinger 
and Hyacinthe failed.” It ‘* warmly sympa- 
thizes with Dr. McGlynn’s struggle for civil 
and religious liberty” but thinks he is wholly 
in error as to his methods. ‘Asan honest 
man he should have submitted to the author- 
ity of the church long ago,” or withdrawn 
from the fold without awaiting excommuni- 
cation. ‘ Failing to do this he has lost the 
respect of the churches that long ago found 
that Rome is the sworn foe of light and 
liberty.” Dishonesty, like any other crime 
is generally supposed to exist rather in the 
motive than the act. Whatever Dr. Me- 
Glynn's motives may have been they eertain- 
lv lacked any element of dishonesty. He isa 
man ef acknowledged abilities, he has volun 
arly thrown upahigh position with the 
certainty of still higher positions and incur- 
red sorious penalties for the purpose of serv- 
ing the poorest of the poor, and it is ta be 
feared the lazy as well, The dishonest mo- 
tive, whieh causes loss of the respect of 
honest men, is not apparent in any part of 
this transaction. Dr. McGlynn has not taken 
the position of an apostate. To have done 
80 would have been fatal to any influence for 
good that he may have over the people with 
| whom he has chiefly to deal. That he has 

lost the respect of the Protestant churches 
can matter little to the man who bas volun- 
| tarily incurred the extreme penalty at the 
| hands of hisewn. But it does not say much 
| for the Protestant churches, or their desire 
| to help the cause of civil and religious liberty 
when they refuse their countenance to aman 
| who is sacrificing everything in that strug- 
wile, solely because he will not fight under 
‘their banners, A liberal reward is hereby 
| offered for the discovery of a shadow of either 
civilor religious Hberty im the idea. The 
idea of civil and religious liberty is the foun- 
| dation of Protestantism. The divisions in the 
| Protestant church have compelled it to de- 
pend on the security of its foundation for the 
continuance of its existance. Were it united, 
if the tone of the Review is any guide, the 
doctrine of the Roman Catholic church that 
| eiviland religious liberty should only exist 
_within the church and under ite direction, 
would be adopted and enforced
